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XIV.—WAGES. 


No. 40—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court took effect on the lst July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. Od. 
for males and £2 5s. 11d. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the Ist July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 Is. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926 :—

XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES, 


No. 42.— Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the year 1939 and the months of January, February and March, 1940, 


Year, 1939.—One of the most outstanding features of the weather during 1939 was the phen- 
omenally wet winter over the agricultural districts and South-West, which was accompanied by 
floods, washaways, rough seas and coastal weather and high winds. Unseasonable weather was 
experienced in the tropics during June, when rain occurred over most of the divisions and a number 
of stations registered a monthly total of more than four inches, and in July, when the Kimberleys 
received heavy falls up to nearly four inches. 


Other noteworthy features included the tropical activity during January, widespread rains 
in the pastoral areas, the breaking of the drought in the West Gascoyne, the dry September in the 
wheat areas, and the subsequent recovery due to the unexpectedly beneficial rains in October, 
the heavy November falls which, however, caused an outbreak of rust in the southern agricultural 
districts, the splendid harvesting weather in December. 


A severe “ Willy Willy’ struck Port Hedland on 11th January, causing phenomenally high 
seas and tide which invaded the town, resulting in damage estimated at between £75,000 and 
£100,000. Torrential rains and wind velocities estimated at 80 miles per hour occurred and com- 
munication was cut off for several days. A secondary system off Cape Leveque on the 9th caused 
tremendous seas, winds of hurricane force and fierce rain squalls, and in February a ‘‘ Willy Willy ” 
passed along the lower North-West coast with strong easterly gales, tremendously high tides and 
heavy rain. The first-mentioned storm system passed across the State in a south-easterly direction 
and was responsible for widespread rains in the pastoral areas; although it lost much of its 
cyclonic intensity, severe local storms occurred along its path and at Kalgoorlie considerable flood 
and storm damage amounted, it is estimated, to about £200,000, while the last-mentioned was 
responsible for the breaking of the drought in the West Gascoyne Division, where substantial 
rains fell for the first time since May, 1937. 


The pressure distribution which preceded the development of the Port Hedland ‘‘ Willy Willy ”’ 
caused extreme heat in the tropics and northern sub-tropics, and at Winning Pool a series of 51 
successive centuries (extending from November, 1938) culminated in registrations well above 110 
degrees and reaching 119 degrees on the 6th and 117 degrees on the 4th and 5th of January, 
while at Mt. Magnet several deaths were attributed to the heat. 


The year’s rainfall was above average in all divisions except the West Kimberley, West and 
East Gascoyne and in the North-Eastern, the excess ranging from 2 per cent. for Eucla, to 38 
per cent. for the South Central district. The unseasonable falls in the Kimberley in June and 
July, and over most of the remainder of the tropics in June, appreciably augmented the year’s 
rainfall totals which, considered apart from the component monthly totals, may possibly not afford 
a true indication of seasonal conditions in the Kimberley Division. The West Kimberley, despite 
the June and July falls, reported its fifth successive yearly deficit, and the West and East Gascoyne 
also remained within the group of districts experiencing five successive years of less than normal 
rainfall. Good seasonable rains in the De Grey and Fortescue Divisions produced a year’s total 
25 per cent. above normal in the former division and 22 per cent. above in the latter, and other 
divisions to break a five-year spell of sub-normal rains were the North Coastal, Central Coastal, 
North Central, South Central and Eucla Divisions. 


The position in the West Gascoyne and most of the East Gascoyne is still bad, for although 
good rains were received in January, 1940, in the East Gascoyne, and in February in the Western 
section of the division, subsequent falls, except in the extreme North-East. and South-West of the 
eastern portion and around Meekatharra, were negligible. 


Despite the substantial rains in June, stations on the West Kimberley coast between Broome 
and La Grange recorded yearly totals which, in some instances, were more than eight inches below 
normal. Large shortages were registered in the Gascoyne Divisions also, the larger deficits amount- 
ing to 646 points at Winning Pool, 694 points at Peak Hill and 471 points at Cue. On the other 
hand large surpluses were experienced in the agricultural districts, the lower South-West, while 
on the Coolgardie Goldfields and in parts of the southern agricultural districts some surpluses 
exceeded the normal by 50 per cent. 
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The history of the year’s weather may be summarised as follows :— 


January.—In the south-western tropics and northern sub-tropics intense heat was 
experienced during the first week of this month. A severe tropical cyclone in the North- 
West which caused phenomenal seas and tides, winds at hurricane force and torrential 
rains. Later the system passed diagonally across the State producing widespread rains 
in the pastoral areas, and local storms of destructive severity. Large areas were flooded 
and washaways occurred on sections of the railways. In the latter part of the month strong 
south-easterly gales over the south coast and South Central Division and South-East caused 
rough weather which delayed shipping, while the attendant rain was responsible for much 
flooding and many washaways. Hail caused much damage to fruit and other crops in the 
lower South-West. 


February.—A slight “ Willy Willy ” traversed the lower North-West coast and sub- 
sequently caused substantial rains over West Gascoyne for the first time since May, 1937, 
and over the western tropics and sub-tropics. Esperance experienced highest temperature 
recorded in February (111-4 degrees). Unseasonable heavy rains in the agricultural areas. 


March.—Due to the weakness of the southern depressions only very light rains occurred 
in the agricultural areas and at Perth the driest March since 1914 was experienced. 


April.—Again due to failure of southern depressions, rainfall was substantially below 
normal in the greater part of the State, although some pastoral areas fared moderately 
well and good falls occurred in the tropics. Severe frosts in the South-West. 


May.—A complete type of disturbance which originated in tropics and passed slowly 
to the sub-tropics, where it extended over almost the whole State, caused timely and fairly 
heavy rains in agricultural districts and particularly the north-eastern and eastern sections. 
Floods and washaways were reported from wheat areas and eastern goldfields and torrential 
rain, due to a local disturbance, occurred at Port Hedland. 


June.—Unseasonably heavy falls in the Kimberley and De Grey Divisions. Heavy 
rains in south-western divisions, particularly central coast and south coast due to southern 
activity in the latter part of the month. Gales on the south-west coast and floods in valleys 
of Swan, Avon and Moore rivers. Southern depressions were again active during the 
month and penetrated at times to the tropics. 


July—Further unseasonable falls in the Kimberleys and remarkable rainfalls on 
central coast and parts of South-West, ranging up to 1,688 points at Jarrahdale. Floods 
caused washaways and much damage and coastal storms delayed shipping. Southern 
depressions even more pronounced than is usual in June or July and at times the influences 
extended to the northern tropics. 


August.—Rainfall again considerably above normal in the South-West divisions and 
slightly in excess of normal in the West Gascoyne. Very heavy falls in central and south- 
west coastal areas, with gales and rough seas on south-west coast, and very high wind 
velocities. Considerable flooding in valleys of Canning and Swan Rivers. 


September.—A prominent feature of the month was the anti-cyclone formations, in- 
cluding tropical and southern low pressure systems. A dry month with attendant set-back 
to cereal crop prospects in the northern wheat belt. All districts below normal. Rainless 
conditions in tropics and over most of West and East Gascoyne Goldfields and along the 
Trans. line. 


October.—A revival of southern depressions, which were inactive during September, 
caused good rains in western and southern sub-tropics, except over the north coastal agri- 
cultural areas. Hailstorms caused much damage in southern agricultural districts and lower 
South-West and heavy rains caused washaways. Later there was a preponderance of 
tropical systems which, however, were comparative failures as rain producers in the tropics. 


November.—Rainfall was above normal in all divisions except the West Kimberley 
and De Grey, and was due chiefly to tropical lows which passed south-eastward across the 
State. In the north-east tropics the rain occurred as a result of thunderstorms. 


December.—Exceptionally dry month. Rainless conditions were experienced over 
most of the West Gascoyne and adjacent areas in the northern sub-tropics and also South- 
Eastern division and a large portion of the wheat belt. The predominating feature of the 
month’s weather controls was the series of tropical depressions of slight to moderate in- 
tensity which penetrated deeply into the sub-tropics but later in the month moved south- 
wards near the west coast and were responsible for high temperatures in the western sub- 
tropics. 


The following is an extract from the Perth Meteorological records for 1939 :—

January, 1940.—Heavy rains in a large portion of the tropics, and some considerable falls 
in the West Gascoyne divisions, where a serious dry spell had been experienced, together with a 
remarkable frequency of subnormal temperature recordings in the northern and north-western 
tropics, were the outstanding features of the weather in Western Australia in January. 


The copiousness of the seasonal rains in the North was attributable to the unusual extent 
and the considerable intensity of monsoonal depressions which, to an extent unusual even in 
January, dominated the weather of Western Australia during the month. These tropical de- 
pressions were most rain-productive in the Kimberley and De Grey Divisions, the total falls for 
the month averaging 1,287 points in the North Kimberley, 602 points in the East Kimberley, 
1,006 points in the West Kimberley and 624 points in the De Grey Division. At individual stations 
in the Kimberley Division the principal registrations were 1,385 points at Broome, 1,287 points 
at Wyndham, 1,276 points at Anna Plains and 1,137 points at Fitzroy Crossing. Further south 
the rains were not so heavy, but they averaged 303 points in the Fortescue Division and 181 points 
in the West Gascoyne, while the principal individual totals in these divisions were respectively 
410 points at Mardie and 554 points at Winning Pool. The more northerly and north-westerly 
parts of the East Gascoyne Division also received more rain than is usual in January and Mundi- 
windi’s total was 207 points, but further south the month’s rainfall was deficient almost generally, 
except on and near the central coast, in a moderate area in the far south-east of the State and in 
a fairly wide belt extending from Leonora to Bulong. 


Temperatures during the month were mostly below normal as a result of long periods of westerly 
winds in the tropics and south-west to south-east winds in the south, but some moderate intervals 
of seasonally high temperatures were recorded, more particularly in the tropical divisions (except — 
the Fortescue) and in the western sub-tropics in the second week of the month, and in the south- 
eastern division from the 10th to the 13th January. 


The highest individual temperature recordings were 116 degrees at Marble Bar and 115 degrees 
at Onslow, on 14th January. In Perth the extreme temperature registrations were 103-2 degrees 
on the 10th and 53-3 degrees on the 5th. The mean maximum temperature in the city (84-3 
degrees) was 0-2 degrees below normal and the mean minimum temperature 63-7 degrees was 
0-5 degrees above normal.

February.—Rainless conditions prevailed over most of the State and some severe heat waves 
were experienced, more particularly in the western sub-tropics. The area in which dry weather 
conditions prevailed throughout the month included the whole of the East and the West Gascoyne 
Divisions, the whole of the eastern sub-tropics, except the Eucla Division, together with a large 
portion of the wheat belt. The central and south coastal divisions, however, received light to 
moderate rains but the month’s totals in these areas were respectively 79 per cent. and 73 per cent. 
below normal. South from the Kimberley Division the highest rainfall totals at individual stations 
were 108 points at Eucla and 41 points at Eclipse Island and Brunswick. The Kimberley Division, 
however, fared well, individual totals of 1,095 points and 1,052 points being recorded at Wyndham 
and Turkey Creek respectively, while other substantial amounts recorded included 568 points at 
Derby, 462 points at Hall’s Creek and 435 points at Broome. In the Kimberley Divisions, as a 
whole, the rainfall surplus amounted to 82 per cent. in the North Kimberley Division, and to 
36 per cent. in the East Kimberley. The West Kimberley Division registered a deficit of 32 per 
cent., the divisional mean amounting to only 325 points. These valuable seasonal rains in the 
north-eastern tropics occurred mainly between the Ist and the 5th, and 16th and 18th and on the 
27th and 28th days of the month, and were derived from closed depressions which originated 
in the Northern Territory and which moved across the Kimberley Division to the north-west coast, 
gradually diminishing in rain productivity as they passed westward. In the sub-tropics the meagre 
rains received on and near the south-west and south coasts were mostly associated with cool changes 
which followed severe heat waves. In the south-western divisions a severe heat wave occurred 
during the first nine days of the month and attained its greatest severity at Northam, where maxi- 
mum temperatures on five days commencing on 5th February were respectively 108 degrees, 111, 
112, 113 degrees. During this heat wave Perth experienced four successive days with 
temperatures exceeding 100 degrees, and the registration on the 8th February (110-:8 
degrees) was the third highest ever recorded in Perth. Another but less severe heat wave affected 
the south-western districts from the 23rd to the 26th February. In the remainder of the sub-tropics 
heat wave conditicns prevailed at intervals, but were less remarkable than those experienced 
in the South-West. Temperatures in the tropics were mostly above normal, and the highest 
individual readings recorded included 115 degrees at Marble Bar on 13th February and 114 degrees 
at the same station on the following day. On the daily weather chart during February anti- 
cyclonic formations were most in evidence, and at times attained a size and intensity unusual in 
summer. These highs at times extended far into the tropics and excluded monsoonal depressions 
from all but the north and north-west coastal divisions. Southern depressions during the month 
were infrequent and mostly passed along latitudes to the south of the State. The following is an 
extract from the Perth climatological record for the month :—

The mean maximum temperature (90-1 degrees) was 5-2 degrees above normal, and the mean 
minimum temperature (64-9 degrees) was 1:5 degrees above normal.

March.—The outstanding feature of the weather during March was the pronounced shortage 
in rainfall in all divisions from the De Grey Division southwards, and a similar shortage in the 
East Kimberley Division, while fairly heavy rains, considerably in excess of the normal, were 
received in the North and West Kimberley Divisions. 


The West Gascoyne experienced a rainless period and in the eastern Gascoyne and in the 
greater part of the western sub-tropics the registrations were negligible, except as regards the 
south coast, where light to moderate falls were experienced. In the eastern sub-tropics the short- 
ages, though considerable, were somewhat smaller than those recorded in the western districts. 
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The rainfall failure in the districts from the Gascoyne southwards was associated with the ab- 
normal inactivity of the southern rainstorm depressions, which usually at this time of the year 
show a renewal of energy in at least the more south-westerly parts of the State. This month, how- 
ever, only one fully-developed southern rainstorm operated and owing to rapid eastward movement 
its rain productivity was limited to light to moderate falls in the western and southern sub-tropics. 


The substantial rains in the Kimberley Division were derived partly from a revival of the 
north-west monsoon in the second half of the month, but chiefly from a tropical depression of 
cyclonic character. This disturbance traversed the Northern Territory and passed over the 
vicinity of Wyndham to the West Kimberley Division, causing heavy rains which extended south- 
wards to Anna Plains. The disturbance, however, re-curved inland much more sharply than is 
usual and this change of direction deprived the central and lower north-west coast and the Gas- 
coyne of much-needed rains. The principal registrations at individual stations during the month 
were 943 points at Wyndham and 791 points at Anna Plains. 


Tn Perth rain occurred on only two days and the total registrations amounted to only 9 points. 


Temperatures in the sub-tropics showed few marked departures from the normal, except for 
a minor heat wave in the agricultural districts in the first week of the month. A severe and pro- 
longed heat wave, however, occurred in the south-eastern divisions and in the north-eastern sub- 
tropics from the 4th to the 16th March. In the tropics temperatures were mostly above normal 
throughout the month and the highest registration was 111 deg. at Marble Bar on the 18th March. 
In Perth temperatures ranged from 101-4 deg. (on the 2nd March) to 54-0 deg. (on the 18th March). 
Maximum temperatures averaged 81:6 deg. and minimum temperatures 60-2 deg., as compared 
with the respective normals of 81-5 deg. and 61-5 deg. 


Among the miscellaneous phenomena observed during the month were displays of the Aurora 
Australis on the early morning of 25th March and during the night of Sunday, 3lst March. The 
first-mentioned display was observed as far north as Perenjori and Bruce Rock and the second 
was seen from as far north as Murgoo and Laverton.
